voyage as a large liner like this 
would have made <me noie. You 

see no gorgeous array of fashion- 
able drei^sed women; no flashing 
of diamonds; no gay parties and 
receptions i^ven, tliatttae wetlth 
and worldliness of the average 
tourist may be displayed. While 
it is not an unhappy partj, it is a 
serious pwrty and practically 
every person on board is goin^ 
on a serious mission of socne 
kind. Y.M.C.A. men and wom- 
en; Red Cross nnraes aad doc- 
tors; Salvation Army workers; 
ambulance drivers; Frenchmen 
wiio liave been living in our 
country volunteering for service 
in France; A UMfrican, Osnadian 
and French officers going or re 
turning to the front; one hundred 
aviatois lor immediate service in 
France aad another dasa which 
I do aok feel free to tell you. 
There are no blazing lights at 
night witli music and dancing on 
declc as of old. On the coDtrftry 
as soon as it ia dark, every win 
dow and port hole from which a 
single ray of light might esrape 
is closed and if you walk the 
deck as I often do, yon do it in 
darkneas. Not even sm^ing or 
lighting a match on deck at night 
I was even kindly ask by the 
guard to conceal my wrist watch 
which has a radiom face. It 
makes you feel a little creepy to 
be on deck and feel that you are 
a part of this great, dark mass of 
steel, with its human freight of 
more than 18O0 souls and that 
even beneath the waves lurks a 
deadly enemy seeking their de- 
struction. The ship is equipped 
with a wir^css outfit and we get 
a war bulletin every day, but 
very little other nows. There are 
life boats everywhere aad three 
gua^«Be 'et'me front aad two 
ut the rear. There has so far 
seemed little need for any of 
them. Nothing like a submarine 
has been aeea aad the weather 
has been so calm and lovely that 
I have not evea been seasick. 

Yesterday we entered the war 
zone and things changed consider- 
ably. The Captain alays con- 
tinually at his place now and has 
his meals carried to him. One 
year ago the i3tb of this month 
this ship was attacked and a tor- 
pedo tired at her, bat tiie Cap- 
tain saw it coming and so maneu- 
vered the vessel that it missed 
its mark. For this valuable ser- 
vice of captain and crew the pas- 
sengers then on board presented 
a bronze statue, which now stand 
at the top of the stairway leading 
to the upper deck. The gunners 
are constantly at their poet these

FOOD ADMINISTRATION 

The State Food Administra- 
tion has asked me for the names 
of all parties haviag wheat in 
their poasession. I know of 
several small lots of wheat, but 
I do not want to send in the 
of the holders. I now 
thia kat laqacak ol the 
owners of this wheat to sell it to 
the miller before I make my re- 
port to the btate Administrator. 

The aMrdiaat can sell aa much 
as twenty-five ponnds of angar 
to customers who want to put 
up fruit by having the buyer 
sign a certificate that the sugar 
is to be need in putting np fmit. 
The merchant can get there cer- 
tilicates from the Signal office. 

Our flour supply is now about 
50 per cent, ahurt of normal and 
will contlnne to grow riiorter. 
The Government has ruled that 
each individual who is a consum. 
er of flour must be limited to 
not More than 6 ponnds per 
month. Some of ns have been 
using less than this since the 
fir&t of the year, and no loyal 
American mil use more until 
af i«r the harveat. 

The Government haa jaat raled 

that the wholesale price on bind- 
er twine must not be more than 
23c per pound. The retailer is 
to add awre than ac per 
hia fKight.
